aging  ten  per  cent.,  after  meeting  all  the 
requirements  of  the  lease. 

The  maximum  fare  which  t||c  company 
was  permitted  to  charge  was  two  cents  a 
mile,  while  thc  lines  in  ether  large  cities 
were  charging  fpur  cents.  In  1894  the 
lease  expired  and  the  company  turned  over 
the  lines  in  perfect  repair  to  the  city.  The 
sinking  fund  amounted  to  one  million  dol¬ 
lars.  This  covered  the  original  cost  of  the 
lines,  although  thc  city  had  subsequently 
expended  seven  hundred  thousand  in  build- 
ipg  new  lines.  During  the  life  of  the  lease 
the  city  received  $225,000  in  rental  for  the 
lines,  but  the  company  had  no  reason  to 
complain,  as  it  had  also  realized  handsomely 
from  the  investment.  At  the  expiration 
of  the  lease  the  city  government  and  the 
company  each' desired  the  lioq’s  >hare  of 
profit  in  any  future  arrangement,  and  after 
a  long  controversy  thc  city  solv^  the  prob¬ 
lem  by  arranging  to  operate  the  lines 
under  her  own  management.  The  result 
may  be  briefly  summed  up  as  follows:  (l) 
Treatment  of  employes.  The-private  cor¬ 
poration  compelled  their  drivers  and  con¬ 
ductors  to  work  from  twelve  to  fourteen 
hours  a  day.  Under  itiuniclpttl  manage, 
ment  the  time  of  service  was  reduced  to 
ten  hours.  (2)  The  treatment  Of  the  pub¬ 
lic.  Half-mile  stages  were  established,  apd 
the  fare  for  each  stage  of  half  nrtile  was  one 
cefit.  This  was  done  because  Glasgow  is 
one  of  the  most  compact  cities  in  the  Eng¬ 
lish  speaking  world,  and  a  large  proportion 
of  the  population  did  not  care  tp  ride  more 
than  half  a  mile  at  a  time. 

Long  distance  penny  runs  were  also  pre¬ 
scribed  and  special  advantages  were  given 
to  workingmen  who  had  to  go  some  dis¬ 
tance. 

(3)  How  the  city  fared  under  the  arrange¬ 
ment.  From  July,  (§94,  to  June,  1895, 
that  is,  the  first  eleven  months  of  the  ex¬ 
periment  in  municipal  service,  the  city 
cleared  over  $10 


ample,  its  roadway  is  fifty  fee*  wide,  more 
than  is  allowed  for  the  tremendous  traffic 
on  Broadway.  It  has  fifteen  foot  side¬ 
walks,  the  entire  width  being  eighty  feet. 
At  present  the  street  has  a  worn-out  strip 
of  stone  sixteen  feet  wide  in  the  middle 
with  seventeen  feet  of  dirt  road  each  side. 
The  street  is  so  graded  that  every  five 
hundred  feet  seems  to  be  laid  out  entirely 
independent  of  the  rest  of  the  world. 

To  tear  up  all  of  this  street  in  order  to 
properly  grade  the  road  and  newly  Telford 
thirty  feet  in  the  centre  as  proposed  would 
still  leave  ten  feet  of  dirt  each  side.  This 
is  practically  as  bad  in  the  general  effect 
and  consequent  dust  and  dirt  as  seventeen 
feet  would  be. 

To  macadam  the  entire  fifty  feet  would 
be  costly  and  uncalled  for.  To  avoid  this 
objection  and  yet  at  the  same  tjme  cover 
the  street  with  stone — the  sidewalk  from 
the  Erie  bridge  to  the  Orange  line  should 
be  widened  to  twenty  feet,  the  Lacka¬ 
wanna  bridge  made  to  correspond.  Four 
feet  of  paved  gutters  each  side  would  bring 
the  wagon-way  to  thirty-two  feet  of  stone 
road.  If  this  thirty-two  feet  is  laid  out 
with  a  low  crown  on  a  well  rolled  earth 
foundation  after  the  French  system,  it 
would  be  practically  wider  for  wagon  traffic 
than  a  sixty  foot  roadway  made  up  on  the 
present  method.

These  interest  bearing  certificates  would 
be  worth  more  to  the  taxpayers  than  the 
price  paid  for  them — could  be  readily  re¬ 
sold  at  a  profit  or  used  as  collateral  for 
loans  by  either  the  citizen  or  the  Council. 

The  taxpayers  would  not  be  handicapped 
by  a  long  time  bonded  debt  entirely  out  of 
their  control,  when  once  placed  in  the  hands 
of  outsiders.  The  interest  eharge  on  sixty 
thousand  at  3  per  cent  would  be  only 
$1800  per  annum  and  would  be  paid  back 
to  the  people  who  are  taxed  to  raise  it. 

At  each  annual  town  meeting  the  tax¬ 
payers  could  decide  whether  they  wished 
to  tax  themselves  to  retire  any  of  the 
certificates  or  to  extend  the  rood  construc¬ 
tion  or  other  improvements  on  a  cash 
leaving  the  redemption  of  the  certificates 
until  after  the  entire  district  had  been 
overhauled  and  put  in  first  class  condition. 

At  all  times  the  indebtedness  of  the 
Borough  under  the  plan  suggested  is  ab¬ 
solutely. within  the  control  of  the  taxpay¬ 
ers.  They  can  do  what  they  please  regard- 


compelled  (1)  to  pay  interest  on  thc  entire 
cost  of  contraction,  (*).  to  pxy  a  Sufficient 
amount  to  keep  the  system  in  perfect  con¬ 
dition,  (3)  an  annual  sum  was  to  be  set  aside 
for  a  sinking  fund  which  at  the  expiration 
of  the  lease  would  be  large  enough  to  cover 
the  original  cost  of  the  lines ;  (4)  a  yearly 
rental  was  to  be  paid  the  city  of  $75 o  for 
each  street-mile  operated. 

These  terms  show  that  while  American 
cities  have  recklessly  given  away  their 
street  franchises  to  stock  jobbing  corpora¬ 
tions,  the  citizens  of  Glasgow  displayed  the 
same  business  foresight  as  in  regard  to  the 
management  of  their  private  interests. 

They  know  that  wealthy  corporations 
would  not  be  so  eager  and  persistent  in 
their  attempts  to  secure  street  franchises 
which  would  enable  them  to  operate  lines 
unless  there  was  a  certainty  of  realizing 
enormous  dividends  on  money  invested, 
and ’they  iqp&ted  that  these  great  profits, 
or  at  leaf*  a  part  of  them,  should  find  their 
way  into  the  city  treasury,  and  thus  reduce 
the  tax  rate.  That  syndicates  were  eager 
to  accept  such  terms  as  Glasgow  demanded 
proves  how, desirable  such  enterprises  are 
for  those  wMiing  to  make  safe  investments 
and  large  pfofits.  The  original  syndicate 
sold  out  to  *  local  company  of  capitalists. 


The  next  year  thc  showing 
satisfactory,  as  the  report  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  July  l,  1896,  shows,  that  thc  amount 
earned  over  expenses  was  more  than 
$400,000,  which  went  into  the  city  treasury 
instead  of  into  the  pockets  of  a  few  priv¬ 
ileged  individuals. 

The  average  fare  paid  was  less  than  two 
cents. 

Toward  the  close  of  last  year  a  statement 
was  published  which  was  as  pleasant  to  the 
citisens  of  Glasgow  a  i  It  was  astonishing  to 
the  outside  world.  The  city  government 
announced  after  Jan.  |,  1897,  thc  munici¬ 
pality  would  levy  no  more  taxes,  as  her 
revenues  from  public  monopolies  owned 
and  operated  by  the  city  were  suticieat  to 
pay  all  the  expenses  of  thc  local  govern- 
rpeht.  Here  we  have  An  actual  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  the  legitimate  result  of  the  owner¬ 
ship  of  natural  monopolies.

Bicycle  Knclng. 

A|t  the  last  meeting  ef  the  Berlin  Medi¬ 
cal  Society  Dr.  Albu  spoke  on  the  dangers 
of  bjicycle  racing.  He  said  he  had  exam¬ 
ined  twelve  bicycle  racers  on  t^e  ground  at 
Hal$nsee,  near  Berlin,  both  before  and  after 
race!  lasting  from  five  to  thirty  minute*. 
In  e*ch  case  he  found  symptoms  of  acute 
dilatation  of  the  heart  after  the  race  ;  the 
pulse  was  enormously  accelerated,  the  lips 
and  face  were  more  or  less  cyanotic,  and 
there  was  considerable  albuminuria.  The 
dilatation  of  the  heart,  in  some  case*,  lasted 
several  hours,  and  Dr.  Albu  thinks  that  rc- 
pwted  training  and  participation  i  in  races 
might  transform  it  into  chronic  dilatation. 
Of  course,  he  adds  that  these  dangerous 
symptoms  only  accompany  excessive  exer 
tions  on  the  bicycle,  whereas  moderate  bi¬ 
cycle  exercise  was  universally  recognized 
as  healthful.  In  thc  debate  that  followed, 
professor  Virchow  drew  special  attention  to 
the  position  or  “seat”  of  the  bicyclist.  He 
said  there  was  no  doubt  that  the  prone  po¬ 
sition  must  affect  the  abdominal  organs  — 
Canadian  Practitioner.
